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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This application has been examined. The claims 1-8 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a driving apparatus for active matrix organic light emitting display to display each 
pixel of a display picture, comprising a data line, a scan line, an auto-zero control line, a display 
control line, a power supply line; a writing element which has a drain connecting to the data line, 
and a gate connecting to the scan line; an auto-zero element which has a gate connecting to the 
auto-zero control line; a driving element which has agate connecting to a source of the writing 
element and a source connecting to the power supply. The combination of the closest prior art of 
Dawson et al. (US 6,229,506) and Wang et al. (US 2004/0046719) shown a similar invention, 
however, they fail to teach or suggest that a switching element which has a gate connecting to the 
display control line and a source connecting to the source of the auto-zero element and the drain 
of the driving element; a storage element which has two ends, one end connecting to the source 
of the driving element and other end connecting to a juncture of the source of the writing 
element, a drain of the auto-zero element and the gate of the driving element as claim 1 ; or 
entering the scan phase, setting the writing element ON, providing a "constant current Ic" on a 
data line to charge the storage element for a time period to allow the voltage of the gate of the 
driving element to become fydd-Vth-dc x Tc/Q (C being the capacitance of the storage element 
Cs\ i.e. the voltage difference between two ends of the storage element being (Ic xTc/Q plus the 
threshold voltage of the driving element originally stored in the storage element so that Vsg of 
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the driving element includes the threshold voltage of the driving element to allow current output 
by the driving element relating only to the constant current for the storage element as claim 8.
